Gunman killed in hunt, 
soldier injured by bomb

vfETULLA . - An Israeli soldier was 
vounded yesterday morning in 
South Lebanon when a bomb ex- 
ploded near Lake Karoun as an IDF 
»nvoy drove by. He was taken to 
rlaifa's Rambam Hospital. Military 
sources said it was the first incident 
n the eastern sector for several 
.veeks. 

. In the central sector, a gunman 
. was killed during IDF searches of the 
Arab Salim bridge on the Zaharani 
river and tbe surrounding Shi'ite 
villages, the site where AJuf-Mishne 
Avraham Hido was killed on Mon- 
day. Several dozen villagers were 
arrested. 

Defence Minister Rabin, Chief of 
General Staff Moshe Levy and OC 
Northern Command Ori Oir visited 
the area yesterday. They discussed 
. possible courses of action in light of 
the recent attacks in that sector. 

(Later, addressing Conservative 
iynagogue leaders in Jerusalem, 
Rabin said that Israel was consider- 
ing the long term view as well as 


short term risks in deciding to with- 
draw from Lebanon. Rabin noted 
that the problem of terror could not 
be solved by military means alone, a 
political solution was also needed. 
Rabin said that- before the Lebanon 
war, Syria had an army of 300,000. 
Today the Syrians had 500,000 men 
underarms.) 

The EDF has imposed a curfew on 
Arab Salim and other Sbi'ite villages 
in the area, as troops continued to 
search for the gang responsible for 
the attack in which Hido was killed. 

Among those conducting the 
search yesterday was Seren Shmuel, 
25, who narrowly escaped death in 
Monday’s shootout. He told repor- 
ters that a bullet lodged in his flak 
jacket near his heart. 

“We were on the Zaharani 
bridge,” said Shmuel, “when firing 
broke out from all sides. I jumped 
down with Hido and we fired back. 
A grenade was thrown and I called to 
the colonel, but there was no reply. I 
continued firing until the attackers 
fled.” 


Panic in Sidon streets as 
carloads of gunmen rampage 


SIDON (Reuter). - Pedestrians ran 
for cover when gunmen fired pro- 
longed volleys over Sidon ’s main 
(square yesterday in the second se- 
'rions breach of order in two days 
following Israel’s withdrawal from 
the area. 

Three cars packed with gunmen 
circled the downtown area shooting 
into the air for half an hour, eyewit- 
nesses said. Shopkeepers slammed 
their shutters, and busy streets 
quickly emptied. 

; Witnesses said they believed the 
gunmen were relatives of a man shot 
dead by four men an hour earlier, 
"he man, Nazih al-Sein, was sus- 
pected of having cooperated with 
Israeli occupation troops. 

;The gunmen later disappeared, 
ind the Lebanese army, which took 
sver Sidon when Israeli troops pul- 
qd back to a new front line at the 
weekend, sent in patrols and set up 
Checkpoints. 

' Yesterday’s incident followed the 
nassivc demonstration in Sidon by 
thousands of Sbia radicals, some 
umed, who poured into the city 
irorn Beirut on Monday. They 
touted slogans against Christian 
^resident Amin Jemayel, the 


Lebanese Army and Israel and cal- 
led for an Islamic revolution in Leba- 
non. 

The Christian Phalange party 
warned yesterday that Monday's de- 
monstration could have “de- 
trimental consequences.” It did not 
elaborate. 

Speaking in Beirut, Phalange 
President Elie Karameh said the 
protest was “a very serious man- 
ifestation” and warned it might lead 
to “detrimental consequences, as ev- 
ery action is bound to have a reac- 
tion.” 

He denounced demonstrators for 
burning the Lebanese flag and 
“hoisting alien flags and pictures of 
non-Lebanese leaders,” a reference 
to placards carried by tbe demon- 
strators showing Iranian revolution- 
ary leader the Ayatollah Khomeini. 

Several religious and civic leaders 
in Sidon condemned the demonstra- 
tion as contrary to the policy of 
allowing only state security forces to 
carry weapons. 

Both yesterday and on Monday, 
the newly arrived Lebanese Army 
failed to intervene, waiting until the 
incidents ended before moving into 
the central area and setting up 
checkpoints, eyewitnesses said.

Two candles stood alongside the 
coffin. An hour later, the funeral 
continued to the cemetery on the 
settlement's grounds. . 

In his eulogy. Levy said; “Avra- 
bam Hido was the Golani brigade at 
its best.” 

Kibbutz secretary Natan Shel 
said: “You went to war with your 
soldiers, you helped the wounded 
and comforted bereaved families. 
That was your way in life but we did 
not imagine that death in battle 
would be your fate. ” 

The funeral of Rav-Seren (major) 
Shaul Zehavi is to take place at 10 
o'clock this morning in Kuyat Shaul, 
Tel Aviv.

Religious parties fail 
to find funding formula

The religious parties yesterday 
foiled to come up with a formula 
guaranteeing a more equitable dis- 
tribution of government funds to 
religious institutions. 

Finance Minister Moda’i and Reli- 
gious Affairs Minister Burg yester- 
day agreed that they would establish 
the criteria for allocating the funds, 
together with Attorney-General 
Zamir. Tbe Finance Ministry would 
then transfer all the funds - S9 mil- 
lion — to tbe Religious Affairs Minis- 
try for allocation. 

But Agudat Yisrael immediately 
announced that It opposes this 
agreement because Burg belongs to 
the National Religious Party, and 
demanded that the funds be allo- 
cated by a "neutral” ministry. Agu- 
dat Yisrael Knesset Member Avra- 
ham Shapira told The Jerusalem Post 
that he insists' on being party to 
forming tbe criteria by which the 
funds would be distributed. 

Shapira noted that according to 
the coalitional agreement with the 
Likud, Agudat Yisrael was to get 
S4.5m. in funds for its institutions. 
However, Agudat Yisrael would 
agree to establishing objective 
criteria, although it had the most to 
lose, he said, adding that the party 


would not threaten a coalitional cri- 
sis on this issue. 

The present system of allocating 
funds to religious institutions 
according to the religious parties' 
numerical strength was branded 
Monday by Knesset State Control 
Committee chairman David Libai as 
‘‘bordering on bribery.” 

Shapira confirmed that Agudat 
Yisrael’s list of institutions (pre- 
sented for funds’ allocations) in- 
cludes one or more grocery stores, 
but explained that these were non- 
profit stores selling cheap items to 
needy families ana to Torn institu- 
tions. 

“We shall also insist on checking 
all kinds of institutions of all the 
parties which gfet funds from the 
state budget,” he said. 

Shas and Morasha also expressed 
opposition to the Religious Affairs 
Ministry allocating tbe funds, but 
said that if Zamir establishes equit- 
able criteria for allocations and Burg 
adheres to them, they would agree. 
Shas sources said the criteria would 
have to be phrased so as to prevent 
the NRP from getting more funds for 
itself. 

Sources from the Habad commun- 
ity, which, because it is not repre- 
sented in Knesset by a party, was

Shloush performs marriage 
of ‘unconverted’ Ethiopian

The Netanya chief rabbi last night 
performed a marriage ceremony be- 
tween two Ethiopian Jews who had 
not undergone the symbolic conver- 
sion demanded by the Chief Rabbin- 
ate. This was regarded as a major 
breakthrough for the Ethiopian 
community. 

The wedding of Osnat Aharon 
and Daniel Ratah was performed in 
Netanya by Chief Rabbi David 
Shlousb. The ceremony followed a 
tense day during which the partici- 
pants were unsure if it would take 
place. 

Earlier tbe bride had refused to 
visit the mikve for the required pre- 
nuptial ritual immersion, believing 
that this would be seen as acceptance 
of the symbolic conversion demand. 

Eventually friends convinced her 
to visit the mikve but the groom 
underwent no immersion, although 


this is common in the Sephardi tradi- 
tion before weddings. 

Shloush told The Jerusalem Post 
recently that he recognized the 
Ethiopians as complete Jews, but at 
the time be was still unsure about 
their status regarding marriage. 

This week's ruling by former 
Sephardi chief rabbi Ovadia Yosef 
that the Ethiopian Jews need no 
conversion ceremony persuaded 
Shlousb to perform the marriage. 

The bride reached her 17th birth- 
day, (the permitted age for mar- 
riage) only a few days ago. With the 
intervention of Ministry officials, 
her ID booklet was amended to 
carry the day and month of her birth, 
in addition to the year, establishing 
her to be 17. 

% Some 300 people attended the 
ceremony, half of them Ethiopians, 
and half Bnai AJriva youngsters. 
Afterwards there was Ethiopian and 
Israeli folk-dancing. 


Lahai SLA to control large area

METULLA. - South Lebanon Army commander Gen. Antoine Lahad said 
yesterday that he expects his soldiers to be deployed over a larger area than 
Major Sa’ad Haddad’s militia occupied before the war, as the nature of their 
task is not the same as previously. 

IDF sources on Sunday said that after the Israeli withdrawal the SLA 
would be limited to the areas patrolled by Haddad before 1982. 

Lahad said that his army will initiate a struggle against the elements in the 
south which have been carrying out systematic attacks on his forces. 

Lahad was reacting to a call by the Amal Sbi'ite militia to step up attacks on 
SLA forces. He said that a number of SLA troops had left the force to remain 
in areas vacated by the Israel Defence Forces, and he expects this process to 
continue as the withdrawal proceeds. 


Superpowers discuss region after recess of seven years

"We agreed before that a state- 
ment would come out of Washington 
and Moscow," he said. 

The Soviet negotiating team is 
headed by Vladimir Polyakov, Mur- 
phy’s counterpart in the Soviet Fore- 


ign Ministry. ;Tbe talks were ex- 
pected to move to the U.S. Embassy 
today. 

The talks are scheduled to end 
today. 

The U.S. . Administration has 
cautioned against expecting break- 
throughs. It has suggested that the 
Soviets would not likely change key 
Mideast positions on which they dif- 
fer with Washington. 

Israel’s Ambassador to the U.S. 


Meir Rosenne said yesterday the 
Soviet Union could take part in 
Middle East peace process if it estab- 
lishes diplomatic relations with 
Israel and stopped supporting ter- 
rorism. 

Rosenne noted that the Soviet 
Union voted against the peace treaty 
between Israel and Egypt and that 
Moscow has been supporting terror- 
ism* and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 


Peres meets with pope; 
to Bucharest today 

Pontiff has ‘no complaints’ on Jerusalem

VATICAN CITY. - Prime 
Minister Peres discussed Middle 
East peacemaking with Pope 
John Paul II for almost an hour 
here yesterday - nearly twice the 
time originally scheduled for the 
audience. “His Holiness showed 
a keen interest in peace pros- 
pects,” the premier told news- 
men later. 

The prime minister is due in 
Bucharest this evening for talks 
with Rumanian President 
Ceausescu. He will be accompa- 
nied by Ezer Weizman, minister 
without portfolio. 

As Peres and his top aides left the 
Bibliotheca audience chamber, the 
pope invoked God’s blessing on 
"Israel., .and all peoples everywhere 
- especially in the [Holy] Land.” 
Peres said he and foe pope had 
discussed Jerusalem - with both of 
them distinguishing between the 
“spiritual” and the "political" 
aspects of the issue. 

“Religiously and spiritually I be- 
lieve relations are OK," the premier 
said. “There are no complaints. I 
said we continue to respect the rights 
and expectations of all the churches 
...Politically, Jerusalem remains our 
united capital...” 

The premier said John Paul had 
referred to internationalization - but 
as file past policy of the Vatican, not 
as its present policy. “Though I don't 
say he has abandoned it.” 


In recent years the Holy See has 
not advocated the internationaliza- 
tion of Jerusalem as the desirable 
political solution for the Holy City. 

Contrary to extensive speculation 
in some Israeli media. Peres did not 
submit to the pope a formal invita- 
tion to visit Israel. “I did not think it 
was required." Peres told newsmen. 

Instead, the premier said, he had 
noted to the pontiff that "if he is in 
the area, we would be happy if he 
would visit Israel." 

One of John Paul's predecessors. 
Paul VI. visited the Holy Land in 
1964 - a visit that provoked con- 
troversy in Jerusalem because the 
pontiff did not accord the Jewish 
state all the diplomatic and protocol 
honours which the Vatican would 
normally accord a host-country. 

The Vatican recognizes Israel, 
but does not maintain normal rela- 
tions with it on the grounds that its 
borders have not yet been deter- 
mined. Observer’s have noted, 
though, that there are many other 
countries among the 110-odd with 
which the Vatican maintains full ties, 
which also have border disputes with 
their neighbours. 

Peres noted pointedly before his 
audience with the pope' that he did 
not intend to “ask anything" of the 
Holy See. It was clear, therefore, 
that he would seek neither the estab- 
lishment of normal diplomatic ties 
nor a papal visit to Israel - but would 
leave any initiative on either of these 
two matters to come from the Curia. 

After the meeting, Peres noted 


that the pope had expressed hopes 
for an "improved relationship be- 
tween the Christian world and the 
Jewish world." 

Last week, meeting with Amer- 
ican Jewish leaders. Pope John Paul 
strongly reiterated the positions 
taken by the Vatican II Council in 
the 1960s removing anti-Semitism 
from Catholic dogma. 

Peres told newsmen yesterday 
evening that he had found the pope 
“favourably disposed" towards 
Israel and towards Chri&tian-Jewish 
relations. 

Peres also said the tone of the 
meeting had been friendly, informal 
and businesslike and he had found 
the pope to be "a pleasant man, 
quite well-informed of our affairs." 

Before his audience. Peres and his 
aides conferred for 30 minutes with 
Vatican Secretary of State Cardinal 
Caseroli and with other officials. 
While discussing Jerusalem in this 
forum. Peres made a point of prais- 
ing Mayor Teddy Kollek. 

Peres said that other issues raised 
at the meeting with Caseroli in- 
cluded the peace process. Lebanon, 
life on the West Bank, efforts to get 
Jordan's King Hussein to negotiate. 
Egyptian-lsraeli ties and Vatican- 
Israel relations. 

Peres's visit to the Vatican was 
conducted with all the pomp, panop- 
ly and precision for which this vener- 
able institution is so justly famous. 
Preceded by a colonel of the Swiss 
Guard, resplendent in his multico- 
loured knickerbockers, the premier,

148 die in plane crash in northern Spain 


BILBAO, Spain (AP). - An Iberia 
Air Lines Boeing 727 crashed yester- 
day in northern Spain, civil-aviation 
authorities said. Police said rescue 
parties reported they had found no 
survivors among the 148 people 
aboard. 

Earlier reports from Bilbao air- 
port officials had quoted rescuers as 
saying there were believed to be at 
least 20 survivors. 

Civil-aviation authorities said 
flight 610 from Madrid crashed into 
1 ,020 metre-high Oiz Hill just before 


it was to land in this Basque indust- 
rial city. ■ 

Air-traffic controllers said the air- 
craft disappeared from their moni- 
tors some 15 minutes before it was 
due to land at Sondica Airport. 

Civil-aviation authorities, who re- 
fused to be identified by name, said 
the crash occurred 30 kilometres 
southeast of Bilbao near the town of 
Durango as the plane was making its 
approach. 

The authorities said it was cloudy 
in Bilbao at the time of the crash , but 
airport officials said flights to and 


from Bilbao in similar weather con- 
ditions were common. 

The Bolivian ambassador in Mad- 
rid, Luts Adolfo Siles, said Bolivia's 
labour minister. Gonzalo Guzman, 
and three Bolivian engineers were 
on the plane and on their way to 
Bilbao to negotiate an electric train 
construction project. 

Iberia sources, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, reported that 
the former Spanish foreign affairs 
minister, Gregorio Lopez Bravo, 
was also aboard. But that could not 
be confirmed.

He continued ■ 
to advise the firm as assistant 
director-general for science and de- 
velopment after his appointment as 
the chairman of the scientific staff at 
the Negev Institute for Arid Zone 
Research.

given less funds for its institutions 
than the religious parties, noted that 
the Education Ministry’s budget in- 
cludes $3. 5m. for Agudat Yisrael 
and Shas. The Habad sources de- 
manded that these funds also be 
taken into consideration, in addition 
to the S9m. agreed on by Moda’i and 
Burg. 

Until now, every religious minis- 
ter presented the Finance Ministry 
with lists of the Institutions and funds 
affiliated with them. The Finance 
Ministry used to transfer the lists to 
the Religious Affairs Ministry - 
which did not look into the details 
too closely - and transferred die 
funds to the yeshivot. 

According to the new criteria, it is 
expected that the funds would be 
distributed on the basis of the institu- 
tions and schools' real needs and the 
number of their pupils, rather than 
according to their political affilia- 
tion. 


Ministry wields threat 
of mass cuts in classes

Unless the country's teachers sur- 
render some of the benefits granted 
them by the Etzioni Commission 
report, the Education Ministry will 
have to slash 135.000 teaching hours 
this year, Education Minister Yit- 
zhak Navon and his director- 
general, Eliezer Shmueli warned in 
the Knesset Education Committee 
yesterday. 

According to Shmueli, "such a 
massive cut in instructional time 
would mean, in effect, the collapse 
of our educational system. 

He said the ministry’s budget "is 
already being printed and it reflects a 
spending cut of $87.3 million. And I 
can only hope that the contribution 
of the teachers (by not claiming their 
Etzioni benefits) will cover 70 per 
cent of this shortfall. The rest will be 
covered by savings within the minis- 
try and by bargaining with the Union 
of Local Authorities.” 

Navon added: "If the teachers do 
not back this plan, I shall have to 
report to the cabinet that I am un- 
able to abide by the government 
decision to slash the Education 
Ministry budget." 

Committee member Shuiamit 
Aloni (Citizen's Rights Movement) 
complained that the Agudat Yisrael 
school network ( Hinuch Atzma'i) 
"which regards itself as outside the 
national mainstream” receives more 
state assistance, proportionately, 
than the state's own school system. 


The Secondary School Teachers 
Association said last night that the 
teachers have made all the conces- 
sions they are going to make and will 
not consider any further erosion of 
the terms of the Etzioni agreement. 

A spokeswoman for the associa- 
tion toJd The Jerusalem Post that the 
secondary school teachers have pre- 
sented their own plan for savings to 
the Education Ministry, based on 
the elimination of administrative du- 
plication in the ministry and on clos- 
ing small classes. 

A spokeswoman for the Histadrut 
Teachers Union said her union is still 
willing to postpone implementation 
of salary increases due teachers 
under the Etzioni agreement, but 
that the Education Ministry has not 
shown enough initiative in persuad- 
ing the rival Secondary School 
Teachers Association to follow suit. 
She said her union has suggested 
alternatives which the other union 
might find it easier to accept, but the 
ministry has not done anything to 
expedite such a solution. 

Meanwhile, principals of schools 
supervised by the Ministry of Labour 
met yesterday at the Histadrut 
Teachers Union to protest against a 
15 per cent cut at their schools, 
which are a last resort for high school 
dropouts. They elected a committee 
which will request urgent meetings 
with Labour Minister Moshe Katsav 
and with the Knesset Labour and 
Education Committees.

Charges may be brought

The northern district state attor- 
ney must decide whether to prose- 
cute a Border Policeman suspected 
of killing a prisoner in Sidon in July 
19S2, a police spokesman said 
yesterday. 

The incident came to light yester- 
day after MK Charlie Biton (Demo- 
cratic From for Peace and Equality) 
displayed a letter written by MK 
Pinhas Goldstein (Liberals) to 
Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
charging that nothing had been done 
about the Border Policeman, who 
according to Biton, had deliberately 
murdered the prisoner. Biton 
claimed that Bar-Lev had failed to 
respond to the letter. 

According to the Police Ministry 
spokesman, "the matter was check- 
ed first by the military police im- 
mediately after the incident. They 
handed the matter to the police. The 
file went to the northern district state 
attorney, and it’s up to him to decide 
whether to prosecute." 

Police sources last night blamed 
the military police for taking top 
long to hand over the case. 

The spokesman also said that 
Goldstein and MK Mordechai Bar- 
On (Citizens Rights Movement) 
who had inquired even earlier than 


Goldstein of the incident, had both 
been answered by Bar-Lev. 

The Jerusalem Post bas learned 
from Border Police sources that the 
Goldstein letter was based on in- 
formation from the former comman- 
ding officer of the suspected Border 
Policeman. 


This former non-commissioned 
officer, who had been responsible 
for troops guarding a group of pris- 
oners in Sidon in 1982, resigned from 
the force four months ago. Since 
then, he has been talking about the 
slaving. 


According to one source who has 
seen the material - including testi- 
mony by the former commanding 
officer as well as the suspected sol- 
dier - the death of the prisoner was 
the result of an accidental firing of a 
weapon. 

This, the police file determined, 
“was the result of carelessness,” for 
which, police sources explained last 
night, both the soldier and his com- 
mander can be held responsible. 

“If the former commander 
thought the affair was so serious at . 


the time, why didn’t he make the 
accusations then?” a senior police 


source asked last night, adding that 
the former commander's allegations 
"are an outright lie.” 


Begin decries Jemayel’s ‘arrogance’

Former prime minister 
Menachem Begin told the Assod- 
. ated Press yesterday that Lebanese 
President Amin Jemayel’s praise of 
terrorists in their fight against Israel 
was “a demonstration of arrogance 
and ill-will." 


"We came to help and now he bas 
made these hostile remarks,” Begin 
said in a telephone interview. "It is a 
demonstration of arrogance and ill- 
will." 


Begin was prime minister when 
Israel invaded Lebanon in June 
1982. and his government backed 
the political aspirations of Jemayel’s 
brother, Bashir. Amin Jemayet was 


elected to the presidency after his 
brother was assassinated on Septem- 
ber 14, 1982. 

While expressing disappointment 
in Jemayel's remarks. Begin said: *T 
don’t think there is finality in any- 
thing. especially Lebanese politics." 

Labour MK Simha Dinitz said that 
"for those who placed very great, 
and, I believe, exaggerated hopes bn 
the influence of the Pbalangists. this 
must be a terrible disappointment. 
For those of us who responded more 
cautiously, while not unexpected, it 
is sad."

Military court clears four of murder 


GAZA (Itim). - Four residents of 
Rafiah were acquitted of murder 
yesterday by a military court here at 
the conclusion of a trial which lasted 
10 months. The four were ordered to 
be released immediately and will 
probably be freed today. 

The verdict was greeted with 
cheers for Israeli justice on the part 
of the defendants’ relatives. 

Hassan Mohammed Abu Samra. 
21. Samu Ali al-Jul, 21. Yusef 
Mohammed al-Kutti, 20. and 
Mohammed Yunis Uweda. 24, were 
accused of the murder of a local 


policeman in 1983. They were also 
charged with stealing his pistol and 
selling ft. 


The court ruled that prosecution 
evidence, based on statements given 
by the defendants, was insufficient. 
The defence said the statements 
were extracted through torture, and 
the court said that they contained 
contradictions and gaps. 


In handing dow-n its judgement, 
the court stressed that it did not 
mean it as a criticism of the Rafiah 
police. 


UN panel hits Israeli *war crimes’ 


GENEVA (AP). - The UN Human 
Rights Commission approved two 
resolutions that harshly condemned 
Israel for its occupation of "Arab 
territories.'" 


The U.S. voted against both re- 
solutions. saying they would "at 
worst grossly impede” the Middle 
East peace process and “at best, 
have no effect.” 


The U.S. was joined by four West 
European allies in opposing one re- 


solution accusing Israel of commit- 
ting "war crimes” and an "affront to 
humanity in occupied Arab territor- 
ies.” 

In an apparent reference to 
Israel’s help in transporting Ethio- 
pian Jews from their famine-stricken 
homeland, the resolution also con- 
demned "the transfer and settlement 
of alien population brought from 
other parts of the world in the place 
of the original Palestinian owners of 
the land.” 


Ceausescu sends message to Mubarak 


CAIRO (AP). - Rumania's vice 
president arrived here yesterday 
with a message from President Nico- 
lae Ceausescu to President Hosni 
Mubarak, the Middle East News 
Agency said. 

The agency said Mauea Manescu 
would hold talks with officials on 
developing bilateral relations, which 
he termed as "excellent.” 


The message was apparently in 
reply to one Mubarak sent to 
Ceausescu last week. Contents of 
the message were not disclosed. 


Rumania has been a conduit for 
messages between both sides in rhe 
Arab- Israeli conflict, as it maintains 
good relations with Israel and Arab 
countries.

Rubinstein defends decision 
on contract to Belgian firm

Communications Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein yesterday de- 
scribed as “legitimate” the pressure 
exerted by international magnate 
! Shaul Eisenberg and others to get 
the contract for the supply of $500- 
750 million worth of electronic tele- 
phone exchanges. 

But Rubinstein expressed regret 
that this pressure bad delayed the 
ministry's decision by three years, to 
the detriment of people waiting for 
telephones. 

The minister was replying to mo- 
tions for the agenda by Avner ShaJti 
(National Religious Party) and 
Rafael Eitan (Tehiya), who said that 
Israel’s Telrad company could 
manufacture the exchanges and that 
there was no reason for ordering 
them from Belgium. 

This week Rubinstein instructed 
Bezek, the public telecommunica- 
tions company, to sign a contract for 
the exchange s wit h BTM. a Belgian 
subsidiary of ITT. 

Rubinstein said yesterday that 
BTM bas the best knowhow on the 
subject, and that it would also give 


Bezek the most convenient terms of 
payment. 

It was impossible to manufacture 
the exchanges [which are really giant 
computers] locally , he said. Howev- 
er, on the basi s of plans supplied by 
BTM and ITT. most of the auxiliary 
equipment would be produced by 
Tadiran and Elissra, and a good deal 
of the work would be turned over to 
Telrad. 

The Histadrut yesterday also pro- 
tested against Rubinstein's decision. 

In telegrams to Rubinstein,' Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i and Industry 
Minister Sharon, central committee 
member Gideon Ben- Yisrael said 
that there is no economic or social 
reason to prefer a foreign company 
to a local company that could supply 
equipment of equal quality. 

"We demand an immediate rever- 
sal of the decision and a freeze on the 
foreign order,” Ben-Yisrael wrote. 
“Otherwise, the government will 
bear responsibility for the loss of 
livelihood for local workers, a 
deepening of unemployment, and 
the waste of foreign currency from 
the state coffers." 


Agency board hikes funds 
for aliya, cut for settlement

i The Jewish Agency board of gov- 
ernors yesterday decided to increase 
the budget of its aliya department 
from $55 million in the current fiscal 
year to $95m. in the 1985/6 budget. 
At the same time, it decided to cut its 
i settlement department budget from 
$7Q.2m. to $67m., in light of a 
change of priorities caused by the 
influx of Ethiopian immigrants. 

The board, consisting of some 70 
Israeli and Diaspora members, also 
derided to increase the Youth Aliya 
budget from $52 million this year to 
$59 million in the new budget. Youth 
Aliya institutions are caring for 
many young immigrants from 
Ethiopia. 

Before the budget decision, Agen- 
cy Executive chairman Arye Dulzin 
said that Project Renewal for the 
rehabilitation of slums is in danger, 
because of budgetary problems in 
the Agency and cuts in government 
spending. As a result, the board 
decided that the Project Renewal 
budget would be the same next fiscal 
year - $48m. - as in the current year. 

The total Agency budget "for 
1985/6, excluding Project Renewal, 
was approved at $414m., compared 
with the current $365.3m. The 
Agency also plans to cut its external 


debt by $9m. , 

The United Jewish Appeal, which 
raises funds in North America, re- 
ported a 7.4 per cent increase in 
collections. Keren Hayesod, which 
raises funds in the rest of die world, 
hopes to raise $68m. in the new year. 

The Agency board, which began 
yesterday morning’s activities with 
visits tOvEthiopians in absorption 
centres, will meet again today. 

Throughout the sessions, the. Di- 
aspora members have shown in- 
creasing interest in the smallest de- 
tails of Agency operations and 
budgets, and have prepared for the 
meetings well. This has caused some 
tension among the Israeli members 
who have been used to running the 
show on their own. 

But they did not oppose an in- 
crease in- expenses of the Jewish 
Agency Assembly, which meets in 
Jerusalem once a year (from 
$150,000 to $175,000) and of the 
Agency board of governors itself 
(some $75,000 to $100,000). The 
board now pays the salary of 
Howard Weisband (reportedly some 
$100,000 a year), who was appointed 
by the new board chairman Jerrold 
Hoffberger as “director-general" of 
die board of governors. This post did 
not exist during the years when Max 
Fisher was board chairman. 


Hillel seeks body to set MKs ’ salaries

Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hillel 
yesterday informed the House Com- 
mittee that he will contact public 
figures outside the Knesset with the 
object of setting up a public commit- 
tee to suggest a better way of setting 
the salaries of Knesset members. 

Hillel"s move follows the refusal of 
retired Supreme Court justice 
Moshe Landau to organize and head 
such a committee. 

At present, the House Committee 
decides the matter, a procedure that 
has frequently been criticized. 

Geula Cohen (Tehiya) yesterday 


proposed that the committee recon- 
sider its recent refusal to adopt a 
resolution preventing MKs from 
benefiting from the law passed last 
month re-defining the average wage. 
The law passed to safeguard pen- 
sioners* incomes, turned out to be- 
nefit MKs and top government offi- 
cials whose salaries are linked to the 
average wage. 

But Cohen’s proposal won no sup- 
port. and she did not press for a vote. 


It is estimated that the new law 
increases MKs’ gross salaries by 
IS90.000, effective from January.

David Ben-Shimol, accused of 
killing one person and wounding a 
dozen others in two separate Jeru- 
salem terror attacks against Arabs, 
yesterday portrayed himself in court 
as wanting to "horrify the nation.” 
Ben-Shimol. 18. repeated during 
several hours of testimony and ooss* 
examination that he intended only to 
frighten the passengers on the Heb- 
ron bus at which he is alleged to have 
fired a shoulder-held rocket. 

"I didn’t want to kill. I'm revolted 
by killing. I intended to. .. horrify the 
nation... the institutions, so that 
they'd open their eyes and see wbat’s 
happening. . ., 

"Everybody s apathetic, said 
Ben-Shimol. "Nobody takes Arab 
terror seriously and it doesn’t seem 
to bother anybody. 

"I wanted’ to show the Arabs that 
they can be attacked too. Maybe that 
would frighten them, to show them 
that the answer to terror is terror.” 
he explained. 

Ben-Shimol, the only defence wit- 
ness in his case, claimed that if he 
had wanted, "there could have been 
a real massacre” that day in October 
when a Hebron bus inching its way 
up the Hebron Road near the Jeru- 
salem Cinematheque was hit by a 
LAW missile. 

For one thing, Ben-Shimol said, 
he intended to bit the roof of the bus 
and did not aim to kill. At the time of 


ihe attack, investigators noted that* 
the attacker missed "a much better 
shot” by not aiming lower or by not r 
waitingonti] be could shoot through * 
die back of the bus. sending tbe" - 
exploding rocket up the aisle.

Old Gty a few weeks before the bus \ 
attack, tbe defendant said that he 
had deliberately chosen a long fuse 
and packed the- material in such a 
wav "so that there would be an.' 
explosion but that nobody wouki get 
hurt. 

"I made the fuse 13 centimetres 
long, so they'd have time to throw it 
out of the restaurant, or so they 
could escape. I didn’t intend to kill 
anybody." he said. 

Defence and prosecution are to 
sum up their arguments on February 
27. 


Policemen’s wages lag behind 
IDF officers’ by 10 per cent

A police officer’s pay still lags on 
the average by 10 per cent behind 
that of an army officer of equivalent 
rank, despite the government’s 
pledge to equalize their pay scales. 

This emerged in testimony given 
yesterday to the Knesset State Con- 
trol Committee as it began discus- 
sing the State Comptroller's special 
report on police manpower manage- 
ment. 

In. his report. State Comptroller 
Yitzhak Tunlk says the interministe- 
rial committee established last year 
to work out details of the pay parity 
plan “has failed to get up-to-date 
information on changes in the IDPs 
wage schedule, and the Treasury 
representative who was supposed to 
give the committee other data has 


not done so." 

Terming the pay differential 
“scandalous,” Aharon Hare! 
(Alignment) called for dissolving the 
interministerial committee and for 
legislation linking police wages to 
those of IDF. “If this is not done." 
he warned. "I shall recommend to 
the country’s policemen to renew 
their struggle for a labour union.” 

Committee chairman David Libai 
asked: "In what other sector of the 
economy can you in effect chop 10 
per cent from a man’s paycheque 
without whipping up a storm of pro-, 
tests?" 

At the suggestion of committee ; 
member Ora Namir (Alignment): 
Libai will summon Police Minister 
Haim Bar-Lev to explain to the 
committee why tbe IDF-police wage 
parity scheme has been stalled.

ROME. - Prime Minister Peres be- 
lieves his visit to Italy has contri- 
buted to Israel’s information efforts 
on two key issues: the calls for an 
international peace conference on 
the Middle East, and the Husse in-

“I don’t want to exaggerate," 
Peres said last night. “But we have 
had one or two successes here. In all 
my meetings I have explained our 
objections to an international con- 
ference (which would inclade tbe 
Soviet Union) and I have tried to put 
tbe Amman accord into proper pers- 
pective.” 

Italian Prime Minister Bettino 
Craxi told Israeli newsmen that he 
would be receiving a ministerial- 
level envoy from Jordan's King Hus- 
sein to explain the import of the 
Amman accord. 

Craxi received a 
letter from PLO leader Yasser Ara- 
fat. 


Craxi was again cautious, as he 
had been the day before in his talk 
with Peres, in drawing any far- 
reaching conclusions from the Am- 
man accord. 

Israeli officials regard this Italian 
caution as a favourable result of the’ 
talks with Peres. 


The premier sailed through a 
packed programme yesterday which 
left his Italian hosts* admiring "that 
Israeli’s energy.”

Peres briefly traced the long and . 
_• complicated course of relations be- 
tween Rome and Jerusalem, from 
_ the time when the early Maccabee 
princes sent emissaries to establish 


an alliance with the Roman Empire. 
Now, he said, he had come as the 
head of government of the Jewish 
state - on an equal footing with the 
host government of Italy. 

His audience responded enthu- 
siastically. 

Chief Rabbi Eliahu Toaff, stand- 
ing with Peres before the open ark, 
recited the prayer for the welfare of 
the State of Israel, and then all 
joined in an emotional rendering of 
Hatikva, led by the synagogue choir. 
Peres's eyes seemed moist. Others in 
the congregation-, both I talians and 
Israelis, were openly moved. 

Outside the synagogue, Peres 
placed a wreath at the memorial to 
Stefano Tache. the two-year-old 
child wbo died in the terrorist attack 
at the synagogue two years ago. 

Peres then briefly toured the 
ancient ghetto, accompanied by 
crowds of children and cheered by 
local shopkeepers.

Foreign Minister Shamir last night 
blasted Egypt again for its concept of 
peace, saying the conditions for the 
return of the Egyptian ambassador 
to Tel Aviv were "quite unaccept- 
able.” 

Speaking before a meeting of the 
World Council of Synagogues at the 
Laromme Hotel in Jerusalem, Sha- 
mir said that Egypt’s terms for the 
return of the ambassador should be a 
subject of concern to the U.S. as 
well. 

The terms are: Israel 's withdrawal 
from Lebanon, settlement of the 
Taba dispute and progress on the 
Palestinian problem. 

It is a matter of “profound re- 
gret,” he continued, that .Egypt 
should have regarded the peace trea- 
ty as basically an instrument for 
getting Sinai back, following which it 
could “disengage” itself from the 


treaty. 

He again complained about the 
attitude of the Egyptian news media. 
The Egyptian charge d'affaires in 
Israel has no difficulty in getting the 
attention of the media here, while 
the same thing is well nigh impossi- 
ble for Israel's ambassador to Egypt, 
he said. 

Speaking about Lebanon, the 
foreign minister stressed that there is 
no disagreement in principle about 
the withdrawal from Lebanon inside 
the cabinet. Hie differences of opin- 
ion, he said, are only about the 
maimer of the withdrawal. 

The Arab governments, he said, 
might seek to exploit differences 
between the Likud and the Align- 
ment over the future borders of the 
country. But both parties, he main- 
tained. do not even think of with- 
drawing the IDF from Judea and 
Samaria.

Unmarried immigrants whose 
rent subsidies have eroded by half 
because of inflation in the past year 
were promised help yesterday by 
Absorption Ministry Director- 
General Meir Shamir. 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post, Shamir said that he in- 
tends to fight for the single immig- 
rants who make up a large number of 
recent newcomers and to press other 
authorities to cooperate on helping 
them. 

The Post informed the director- 
general that single immigrants enti- 
tled to rental subsidy and who pay a 
monthly rent are required to take 
time off from work eveiy month and 
wait on two lines - often for hours at 
a time - to get their subsidy. It i? now 
equivalent to a little _over $20 a 
month. A year ago, it was worth $50. 

Shamir, wbo was appointed 
director-general late last year by 
Minister Ya’acov Tsur, explained 


that last; April,- the minister at the- 
time, Aharon Uzan, signed an 
agreement with Housing Minister 
David Levy regarding rental sub- 
sidies. But the Absorption Minis- 
try’s budget had been seriously 
eroded and could not bear rental 
subsidies for immigrants. 

It, therefore, handed over respon- 
sibility for subsidies to immigrant 
families to the Housing Ministry. 

These subsidies were linked and 
were collected at the immigrants' 
bank, rather than at the ministry. 

However, after surrendering this 
responsibility, the Absorption 
Ministry was unable to link subsidies 
for singles. These subsidies declined 
in value and no bank transfer 
arrangement was established. 

Immigrants have complained to 
The Post that the long waits on lines 
made some of them decide not to 
take the subsidy, even though they 
needed it. Others were threatened 
with dismissal from jobs because 
they were taking time off each 
month.

Shamir tongue-lashes Egypt 
for attitude towards peace

The Chief Rabbinate yesterday 
issued a statement obliquely accus- 
ing former Sephardi chief rabbi Ova- 
dia Yosef of stirring communal strife 
in his ruling that Ethiopian Jews do 
not have to undergo any conversion 
process. 

On Sunday. Yosef addressed a 
conference on the Ethiopian Jews, 
citing acceptance of the Karaites by 
Sephardic $ages as a precedent for 
acceptance today of the Ethiopians. 
When a member of the audience 
pointed out that an Ashkenazi rabbi- 
nical authority had ruled that Kara-- 
ites could not marry other Jews. 
Yosef answered that if the Ashkena- 
zim rejected them, the Sephardim 
would take the Ethiopians into their 
midst. 

Although never mentioning Yosef 
by name', the Chief Rabbinical 
Council noted that in its ranks sit the 
leading sages of all communities, 
with mutual respect. The statement, 
which was issued while Sephardi 
Chief Rabbi Mordechai Eliahu is 
abroad denied even the possibility 
that there could be any difference of 
opinion between Sephardim and 
Ashkenazim on the subject. 

As to Yosefs ruling, the chief 
rabbinate reiterated its support of 


the symbolic conversion ceremony, 
which, it suggested, had been de- 
cided on to eradicate any suspicion 
of mamzerut (illegitimacy) in the 
Ethiopian community. This, it said, 
had already been referred to by 
Rabbi David Ben Zimra, the sage 
who lived in Egypt 500 years ago and 
upon whom Yosef rested the main 
pan of his argument. 

Nor. the council said, could the 
ruling be changed now because of 
the large number of Ethiopian Jews 
coming. The council hinted that 
ignoring the ruling of the chief rab- 
binate could cause the Ethiopians to 
carry the stigma of possible mamzer- 
ut for generations. 

For its pan. the International 
Committee for Ethiopian Jewry 
yesterday reminded the rabbis that 
in the past both Ashkenazi and 
Sephardi rabbis had welcomed the 
Ethiopian Jews as brothers. These 
instances included an appeal on be- 
half of Ethiopian Jewry by the late 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi Avraham Yit- 
zhak Hacohen Kook in 1922; an 
appeal by Rabbi Azriel Hildesheimer 
in Germany in 1865 and a letter from 
44 leading rabbis from around the 
world, Ashkenazim and Sephardim, 
to “our brothers, the sons of Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob, living in 
Ethiopia,” in 1907. 


Ramat Hasharon pollution to be probed

down pollution in Ramat Hasharon.

coming from gases emitted by a 
nearby Ta'as plant. He says there 
may also be a health hazard. 

The ministry and the company will 
also check the burning of waste 
material inside the plant and the 


effect of smoke on the nearby re- 
sidential area. 

In another complaint by Malraz, 
the Health Ministry has called on the 
Education Minis!,;- »o close the Tal- 
mud Tora school Hatam Sofer in 
Bnei Brak because of the noise 
caused by the pupils. 

According to a number of com- 
plaints received at Malraz offices 
from residents living near the school 
on Rehov Sokolow, the noise starts 
at 6 a.m. and continues without 
interruption until late at night. 

Be'eri says the ministry has prom- 
ised to revoke the school's licence 
because of the noise. 


Policeman fined for attacking citizen 


Policeman Narnia Mohammed 
Ali, 33, of Haifa, was sentenced 
yesterday in the Haifa District Court 
to eight months suspended sentence 
and fined IS50.000 for attacking a 
local citizen. 

The court also criticized the way 
the police inquiry into his offence 
was conducted, stating that the start 
of the inquiry was delayed for more 
than a year. 

The policeman -was' convicted of 
attacking the citizen on two occa- 
sions in July 1980. The first was when 
the man asked to see his estranged 
wife who was driving with the police- 
man in a car.

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HISTADRUT ELECTIONS FOCUS I Roy Isacowitz 

Campaign may expose Likud discord 


TEL AVIV. - The executive of the 
Herat (Blue-White) faction in the 
His tad rut is to meet tonight to 
choose the leader of the Likud list in 
the labour federation's May 13 elec- 
tions. The man almost certain to get 
the nod is the new MK, Ya’acov 
Staamai, Herat faction chairman 
since 1982. . 

With the election of Shamai. 
Herat will bring an end to the dis- 
array of the past few weeks and, 
presumably, will embark on its elec- 
tion campaign. It will not be an easy 
campaign. In addition to having to 
contend with the formidable Histad- 
rut Secretary-General Yisrael Kes- 
sar, bead of the Alignment list, the 
relatively inexperienced Shamai will 
soon find himself entangled in a web 
of political complexities. 

For one thing, the shape of the 
Likud list is still far from clear. Its 
two main components will be Herat 
and the Liberal Workers Union, Led 
by Daniel Nahamani, and the sub- 
stantial differences between the two 
factions are likely to make for a very 
uncomfortable partnership. 

The Liberals supported the 
second economic package deal. 
whileHenn opposed it. The Liberals 
absented themselves from a His tad- 
rut executive meeting several 
months ago during which Shamai 
proposed an unprecedented motion 
of no-confidence in Kessar. Finally, 
many Liberals oppose the disorga- 
nized, often demagogic. Herat 
approach to Histadrut politics, Sha- 
mai and Nahmani have often clashed 
over questions of style and subst- 
ance. 

Shamai was not Herat's first 
choice to head the list. The preferred 
candidate, Deputy Prime Minister 


David Levy, declined the opportun- 
ity of leading the Likud campaign for 
the third successive time. Neverthe- 
less, if the Likud is to have any 
chance at all of .increasing the 28 per 
cent of the vote it received in 1981, 
the popular Levy will have to play a 
prominent role in the campaign. 

Levy’s unstated reasons for refus- 
ing to run, according to Herat 
sources, were his abiding interest in 
bigger game - the Herat leadership - 
and his apprehension about running 
a campaign that, by necessity, will 
have to attack government decisions 
to which be was party. 

The latter problem looms large for 
Shamai as well. As leader of the 
opposition, he will have no option 
but to campaign against the record of 
the Histadrut’s Alignment lead- 
ership. But that record consists 
almost entirely of the two package 
deals, both of which are the joint 
responsibility of the Histadrut, the 
government and the manufacturers. 

Shamai’s strategy as demons- 
trated in recent Histadrut forums, is 
to refer to the “Peres-Ya’acobi” 
government and to ignore the exist- 
ence of a Likud finance minister. 
Such a line may work in the Histad- 
rut executive, but it is unlikely to 
stand up under the fire of an election 
campaign. It is also unlikely to en- 
dear Shamai to his Liberal col- 
leagues in the faction. 

Another Shamai tactic is to attack 
Kessar and former secretary-general 
Yeroham Meshe) for refusing to sign 
similar package deals with former 
Likud finance ministers Yoram Ari- 
dor and Yigael Cohen-Orgad. The 
inference is that the Histadrut lead- 
ership “played politics” in bestowing 
the benefits of its cooperation on an 


Alignment-led government. 

Shamai’s internal party problems 
are not less complex. The Histadrut 
is Levy's power base, and Shamai is 
regarded in Herat as being one of the 
staunchest supporters of the deputy 
premier. The Levy camp is expected 
to use the campaign as a means of 
consolidating its support within, the 
party in anticipation of the all-but- 
declared straggle with Vice Premier 
Shamir for the Herat leadership. 

If that is, indeed, what will hap- 
pen, Shamai may find himself con- 
tending not only against Kessar, but 
also against Levy's competitors for 
Shamir's seat, notably Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon. The 
Herat campaign could then turn into 
a very partisan affair. 

Sharon's supporters recently let it 
be known that he was considering 
vying for the leadership of the Likud 
Histadrut list if Levy decided not to 
run. It is considered highly unlikely, 
however, that he will allow his name 
to be put forward at tonight's execu- 
tive meeting. Most Herat conspiracy 
theorists interpreted the rumours as 
an attempt to pressure Levy into 
running, thus distracting him from 
the party leadership race. 

Such internal politicking could 
cripple the Likud campaign and have 
serious consequences for the party 
on the national level. Kessar and 
Labour Party Secretary-General Uzi 
Baram have said openly that their 
campaign will focus on the “failures" 
of the four previous Likud finance 
ministers. Failure by the Likud to 
reply to such attacks with its biggest 
guns, due to internal jockeying for 
position, could seriously erode its 
national public support.

17.000 Israelis left 

in ‘84 for “long period” 

A total of 17,000 Israelis left the 
country in 1984. the Central Bureau 
of Statistics reported yesterday, and 
they may have done so for good. In 
the jargon of the CBS, this 17,000 
are called the “net migration ba- 
lance,” the total that results from 
subtracting the number who left - 

685 .000 - from those who returned - 

668,000. 

This “net migration balance" is 
larger than that for 1983 (3,000) for 

1982 (8,000), and for 1981 (15,000). 
The total of 685,000 who left in 

1984 represents a drop of some 5.6 
per cent as compared with 1983 
(726.000). The number of those who 
returned in 1984 was also less than in 

1983 (723.000 or 7.6 per cent less). 
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Fatal stabbing admitted

Sentence 
will be handed down Sunday.

Anti-apartheid leaders arrested

JOHANNESBURG. -South Africa 
cracked down on opponents of white 
minority rule yesterday, arresting at 
least six prominent anti-apartheid 
campaigners and dashing hopes of 
an immediate respite in the country's 
tense race relations. 

Those arrested by security police 
in dawn raids across the country 
included Albertina Sisulu, a presi- 
dent of the anti-apartheid United 
Democratic Front (UDF). A police 
spokesman said they would be 
charged with high treason. 

The raids coi added with rioting at 
the shantytown of Crossroads, near 
Cape Town, sparked by rumours of 
government plans to relocate its 
6.000 black residents. Three persons 
were killed, and the death toll 
reached nine in two davs of violence. 

The government denied that a 
forced removal was imminent. 

By raiding UDF offices in Cape 
Town and Durban as well as its 
headquarters in Johannesburg, the 


Turkish court gives 
death sentences to 22 

ANKARA (Reuter). - A Turkish 
martial law court yesterday sent- 
enced 22 members of a separatist 
group to death, the semi-official 
Anatolian News Agency said in a 
reference to the banned Kurdish 
Workers' Party (PKK). 

ft said they were convicted of 
anti-state activities after the pro- 
secutor accused them of involve- 
ment in 29 killings, mainly of mem- 
bers of the security forces. 34 
attempted murders and 24 wound- 
in gs, ail in 1980. 

The agency said the court also 
sentenced 25 people to life imprison- 
ment at the end of a trial of 624 
defendants. 

Bangladeshi politician 
passes hat at rally 

DACCA ("Reuter). - A former Bang- 
ladeshi presidential contender says 
his political career has left him so 
hard up he will collect one taka 
(about Four U.S. cents) from anyone 
.attending his rallies. 

Saifur Rahman, who heads the 
small Islamic Socialist party, told a 
rally on Monday: “I cannot address 
you any more without a fee to keep 
my wife and children from starv- 
ing... as a full time politician I have 
no other way to earn my bread and 
butter.” 

Rahman. 55, won less than 5,000 
votes when he ran in 1981 elections 
on a pledge to make Bangladesh an 
Islamic state. Although he lost his 
deposit, -he says he will run in any 
future election. 

A few thousand people heard him 
speak on Monday - but when the hat 
was passed around he collected only 
6 taka. He said he had spent 50 taka 
hiring a loudspeaker. 


state again made clear it is deter- 
mined to curb the activities of the 
two-million-sirong organization 
which has ted the battle against apar- 
theid. 

Johannesburg’s black Anglican 
bishop and Nobel Peace Prize- 
winner Desmond Tutu said yester- 
day's action showed the government 
does not intend to change its policy 
of white supremacy.

The clampdown followed weeks in 
which government statements 
appeared to indicate a possible re- 
laxation of apartheid. 

The government offered to re- 
lease jailed black nationalist leaders 
if they renounced violence and prop- 
osed a .new forum for discussions 
with blacks. 

The people arrested are due to 
appear in a Durban court tomorrow 
to face treason charges similar to 
those pressed against eight oppo- 
nents of apartheid detained last . 
year. 

The trial is expected to open 
around June and, with at least 14 
leading figures in the dock, could 
turn out to be the most serious since 
leaders of the outlawed African 
National Congress, including Nelson 
Mandela, were sentenced to life im- 
prisonment in 1964.

LONDON (Reuter). -Prime Minis- 
ter Thatcher yesterday dashed hopes 
of an early end to Britain's 49-week- 
old coal strike when she told Labour 
leaders that the miners had to give 
way on pit closures before talks 
could resume. 

Before flying to Washington to see 
President Reagan, Thatcher spent 
an hour discussing the strike with 
Trades Union Congress chief Nor- 
man Willis and six other union lead- 
ers. 

The meeting, requested by the 
TUC. was the first time Thatcher 
had accepted a direct role in the 
strike. 


She said in a statement later she 
had told the TUC any resolution of 
the strike must deal “clearly and 
unambiguously with the central 
point of the dispute. ” 

This is that the National Union of 
Mineworkers must accept, before 
negotiations resume, that the state- 
run Natioaal Coal Board has the 
right to shut pits it deems unecono- 
mic.

Defence Minister Michael Hesel- 
tine denied a cover-up of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the most 
bloody encounter of the 1982 con- 
flict, and members voted down an 
^opposition Labour claim that 
“ministers' had betrayed their re- 
sponsibility to Parliament-' by trying 
to conceal facts and mislead the 
House of Commons. 

The opposition did not contest, 
however, a government motion that 
the controversial sinking was “a 
necessary and legitimate action in 
the Falklands campaign” and that 
the protection of the armed forces 
was a prime consideration. 

The Gen. Belgrano was torpe- 
doed on May 2, 1982 with the loss of 
368 lives as a British task force was 
moving in to recapture the Falkland 
Islands from an Argentine invasion 
force.

Desperate Numeiri seeks to make up with Gaddafi 


By COLIN LEGUM 

Sudan and Libya are engaged In 
high-level secret talks to try to end 
the longstanding bitter hostility be- 
tween President Jaafar Numeiry and 
Col. Muammar Gaddafi. The fact 
that these talks are taking place is a 
measure of the Sudanese president's 
increasingly desperate efforts to try 
to ensure his regime’s political sur- 
vival. 

Numeiry has gone to considerable 
lengths to maintain the secrecy of 
these negotiations for fear of upset- 
ting his two closest allies Egypt and 
the Lf.S. Both strongly oppose any 
deals with Gaddafi. Washington, in 
particular, reacted strongly when 
another of its Afro- Arab allies. King 
Hassan of Morocco, signed a treaty 
with the Libyans last year. 

The third round of talks between 
top-level Sudanese and Libyan rep- 
resentatives took place in Paris on 
February' 4. Numeiry was repre- 
sented by one of his closest aides. 
Behai Idriss. The Libvan leader was 


represented by his brother. Ahmed 
Gaddafi. 

The Paris talks were the third in 
the series of secret negotiations 
which opened several months ago in 
Milan, between Ahmed Gaddafi and 
Gen. Omar Mohammed el Tayyib, 
Sudan's first vice-president. 

Details about the Sudanese- 
Libyan negotiations are closely 
guarded. However, it can safely be 
assumed that a major interest of 
Numeiry's is to get Gaddafi to end 
his support for the Sudanese opposi- 
tion and, especially, for the armed 
rebellion in the south. 

Numeiry has accused both the 
Libyans and the Ethiopians of being 
closely involved in supporting the 
southern revolt with arms and fhnds. 

Gaddafi's main interesFm a treaty 
with Numeiry would be to persuade 
him to end his close ties with Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak of Egypt - a 
prime eaemy of the Libyan leader. 

However, there seems little likeli- 
hood of Nuineiiy entering into any 


kind of agreement that would effec- 
tively cut him off from his two main 
allies, Egypt and the U.S. 

Nevertheless, the persistence with 
which Numeiry has been pursuing 
his secret negotiations with Gaddafi 
suggests that there is something in 
the wind which is not immediately 
apparent. 

Meanwhile, the military situation 
in southern Sudan continues to de- 
teriorate daily for Numeiry’s army. 
Last week the Sudan People’s Li- 
beration Arrny^ (SPLA) scored a 
number of tactical victories. • 

These military setbacks and the 
huge influx of over a million new 
refugees escaping. from the Ethio- 
pian famine have had a devastating 
effect on the Sudan’s straitened eco- 
nomy. Strict petrol rationing has 
been introduced in Khartoum, and 
prices have been sharply raised. 

The outlook for the Numeiry reg- 
ime continues to look increasingly 
darker. It is not surprising therefore 
that Numeiry should be engaged in a 


seemingly desperate attempt to 
reach an accommodation with Gad- 
dafi. But it is even more important 
for him to seek ways of easing the 
military pressures on his regime by 
getting an agreement with his other 
neighbour, Ethiopia, which is much 
more directly involved in supporting 
the SPLA than is Libya.

' • Only a few managed to escape the ■ 
encircling walls. Once outside, 
they had to fend for themselves in the 
loneliness of a hostile world. Fur- 
tively moving from one hiding place 
■to another, scavenging scraps of 
food, dodging the police, eluding 
■blackmailers, they held on to life’s 
fringes. 

■ Only a handful of them found 
refuge in Christian homes such as 
that of the Rosians. Yad Vashem sta- 
■ tistics show that only some 5,000 Chris- 
tians in all of Nazkxxuped Europe saved 
Jews. These Righteous Gentiles, as they 
have become known, stand out Hke 
beacons of humanity. 

. ' An international conference enti- 
tled "Faith m.Humankind: Rescuers 
■of Jews During the Holocaust” spon- 
sored by the United States Holo- 
'• taust Memorial Council recently paid 
tribute to 75 people who put their 
V Jives on the line to save Jews. 

. * While each story has its own dra- 
ma, revealing courage and ingenuity 
■sparked by. compassion in a world 
stripped of basic human decency, 
what struck the listener most was the 
matier-of-factness with which the 
individuals involved recounted their 
^.■actions. Shying away from lofty 
phrases, they used simple words to 
describe how they opened their 


doors to Jews when others slammed' 
theiis shut. 

On the opening evening , of the 
conference, Elie Wiesd related a 
story from his own experience: 

An ominously heavy suspense 
hung in the air, as the Jews of his 
Rumanian home town, Sighet, were 
being rushed to get ready for trans- 
portation. Suddenly, a knock was 
heard on the boarded-up window on 
the side of the house feeing the 
outside of the ghetto. Before anyone 
could manage to open the window, 
the messenger had gone. 

Later, in the shadows of the 
barbed wire at the Auschwitz con- 
centration camp, father and son 
would recall in wonder the strange 
knock on the window, convinced 
that it must have been a gentile 
Mend alerting them to the impend- 
ing danger. 


als show their parents to have been 
law-abiding, church-going citizens. 

Righteous Gentiles do not, it 
seems, fit any definable, psycho- 
sociological mould, much as 
sociologists might wish them to do 
so. They acted as individuals, for a 
variety of reasons. 

One particularly intriguing story 
heard at the conference was that of 
Herman Graebe. 

Charged with building a railway 
network in the Ukraine in 1941, 
Graebe exercised a reasonable 
amount of authority in the hierarchy 
of the occupying forces. When he 
took up his post, the Einsatzgruppen 
were already at their murderous 
task. 

Graebe recalled how. near Rozno 
on November 7, 1941, he came upon 
a pit piled high with the bodies of 
men. women and children. Raising

WHAT MADE seemingly ordinary 
people behave like heroes? 

Poets look for the answer in the 
intricacies of the human soul, while 
social scientists find them in quantifi- 
able personality attributes. 

A popular formula, died at the 
conference, states the determining 
characteristics of a rescuer: an 
adventurous spirit: parents who 
served as moral role models and a 
sense of being marginal in sodety. 

Within the Holocaust context, this 
formula seems woefully inadequate. 
Why shouldn't a gentile upth an 
"adventurous spirit” have hidden 
away pork in his attic for trading on 
the black market, instead of Jews? 
Wouldn't an individual on the bor- 
derline of sodety have been just as 
likely to turn in Jews for a reward as 
help them? And as for parental ex- 
ample. even a hasty glance at the 
biographies of most top Nazi crimin-' 


his voice as be recaptured the mo- 
ment. he said it was "then that I 
made up my mind to save my Jews. I 
had 500 Jews working under my 
supervision, and I was bound by 
German honour to help them... to 
save them.” Gradually he developed 
a plan to defy the death machine. 

Familiar with the German mental- 
ity and intimate with the cumber- 
some occupying administration. 
Graebe resorted to a daring rescue 
strategy. 

To begin with, he got hold of a 
telephone which supposedly had 
multiple lines to the Nazi power 
centres, induding Berlin. Next, he 
bought himself a number of expen- 
sive suits and began to afreet the 
ostentatious life style of the “elite.” 

His Jewish secretary. Rosalia 
Bobrow, was the test case. His 
secretary. “Maria,” Graebe argued 
with the District Commission, 


erroneously considered herself Jew- 
ish because she had been married to 
a Jew. Now that her husband was 
dead, Maria should be made to re- 
move her yellow star. After some 
deliberation, the commissioner 
agreed. • 

EMBOLDENED by his success, 
Graebe then issued 500 ’‘Ausweiss" 
identity cards to his Jewish workers 
which would protect them from de- 
portation. When questioned by the 
local SS authority as to the meaning 
of his behaviour, Graebe looked him 
straight in the eye, hand stretched 
out to the telephone: “I will call 
Berlin, and they will answer your 
question! You know I have to meet 
the Wehrmacht’s deadline for 
finishing this project. Where will I 
get the skilled workers I need if you 
take away the Jews?" Using a simi- 
lar combination of courage and cun- 
ning, Graebe managed to extract 130 
of his workers from the Rozno Ghet- 
to just hours before then - fate was to 
be sealed. Every step had to be 
carefully thought out and im- 
plemented with steel-like resolve. SS 
suspicion was frequently dispelled 
through sheer bluff. 

Though the steamroller of death 
ground gradually to a halt as the war 
neared its end, it still kept cl aimin g 
Graebe's Jewish workers, despite his 
ingenuity. Finally, towards the end 
of 1944, Graebe performed his last, 
incredibly daring feat. 

He loaded heavy machinery onto 
a train and, accompanied by his 
remaining Jewish workers, made his 
way towards Germany with the aim 
of joining up with the approaching 
Allied forces. The last episode of this 
three-year bloody drama was 
enacted near the Luxembourg- 
Belgiura border, when Graebe and 
his group met up with the American 
liberators. 

Why did Graebe do all this? 

‘Why - why," he echoed the ques- 
tion with some anger. “I have been 
asked this hundreds of times. I did it 
because I am a human being. That's 
why.” 


Jewish life under the Nazis

IN THE SPRING of 1945, a Jpwish 
couple from Cologne came down 
from the Austrian Alps where they 
had been hiding in caves and shacks 
for two years to escape persecution 
by the Nazis. 

The couple had survived with the 
help of local people who belonged to 
the resistance and supplied them 
.with food. 

. , But when they returned home 
iftey realized that their hopes of a 
. reunion with the rest of their family 
had been in wain. It was only then 
that they’ understood the full extent 
of the Holocaust. 

West German journalist Guenter 
Bemd Ginzel tells the story of his 
parents in his new book about the 
life of Jews during the Third Reich. 
Published this month, the book con- 
tains photographs and documents 
never made public before. 

Ginzel was born in 1946 and did 


not experience the Nazi era himself. 
But he say* the events affected him 
so much that he had to interrupt'lhe 
four-year research for his book 
several times because documents 
and pictures he discovered in dusty 
old archives made him physically ill. 

"I looked at the pictures of Jewish 
families and wondered what hap- 
pened to them and whether they all 
died.” 

“It depressed me and made me 
ill,” Ginzel told journalists when 
introducing his book. 

About 500.000 Jews lived in Ger- 
many before World War II started in 
1939, but only 5,000 survived to see 
peace six years later. 

Unlike other authors who 
have written about the Third Reich, 
Ginzel has not included gruesome 
but familiar scenes of concentration 
camps. 

He concentrates instead on efforts

officials and racist fanatics. 

Ginzel found most of his material 
in archives in West Germany, but be 
also placed advertisements in news- 
papers in South America asking 
Jews there for information and docu- 
ments. 

“I was encouraged by the re- 
sponses I got. Many people wrote to 
me and sent me pictures," be said. 
“About 80 per cent of the material 
has never been published because I 
dug up things in archives which they 
did not even know they had.” 

G inze l said he was surprised to 
find most of the previously unpub- 
lished material in the archives of 
anti-Semitic propaganda papers 
published during the Hitler era 
rather than in the libraries of Jewish 
organizations. 


Remarkable choir 


THE WORLD-FAMOUS Vienna 
•Boys Choir will make its first visit to 
Israel next month , giving 10 concerts 
in the course of an 11-day stay. 

The story of this remarkable choir 
-and unique musical organization - 
began in 1498, when Emperor Max- 
imilian I decreed that a choir be 
formed for ihe imperial chapel in 
Vienna. The first -choristers came 
from The Netherlands. Later they 
came from Italy, representing a shift 
in the importance of European 
musical centres. 

The Viennese insist that the ex- 
ceptional quality of the Vienna Boys 
Choir stems from the fact that from 
its inception the choirmasters were 
'always Austrian. 

Great composers like Gluck and 
Mozart wrote for the choir. Among 
its most famous members was Franz

Yohanan Boehm 


Schubert, who sang in the choir for 
more than four years. 

The fell of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire closed the first chapter in the 
choir's existence, but it was revived 
in 1924 by Josef Schnitt, who bad 
stayed on as the chaplain of the 
Imperial Chapel. He not only rebuilt 
the choir - he literally built a home 
for it, as it had long been thought 
that only a boarding school could 
provide the children with both an 
education and proper musical train- 
ing. 

[n time, choir programmes were 
presented outside the chapel service; 
eventually concert tours were orga-

The amazing fea- 
ture of this unique organization is 
that it receives no government or 
other subventions. 

THE SELECTION of new members 
is very thorough, but once a boy is 
accepted, be is given the best.

The odd’ 
glimpse (on film) of some lessons 
and rehearsals enables one to under- 
stand the special quality that makes 
this choir the extraordinary musical 
instrument it is.

Ginzel said he also encountered 
problems in his research. In some 
cases, people told him about docu- 
ments which stOI existed but local 
officials refused to cooperate. 

“There are many documents 
which were kept by the Nazis at the 
time, and they still exist But some 
local officials will not admit it be- 
cause they contain incriminating evi- 
dence against people who are still 
living.” said Grinzel. 

The author said he had been told 
of a series of photographs showing 
Jews being deported from a German 
town. The pictures were presented 
to the local Nazi leader to thank him 
for doing “a good job.” 

“I know these pictures exist and I 
know where it all took place, but 
officials there deny it,” he said. 

Ginzel, who works for a radio 
station in Cologne, says' he will not 
give up. About 1,100 Jews live in his 
dty. The largest Jewish communities 
in West Germany are in West Berlin , 
Munich and Frankfurt, in each of 
which about 5,000 Jews live.

The Post’s Marsha Pomerantz meets a quiet sort of revolutionary 


Two days later thin Bessie and fat 
Bessie sat on the verandah. 

What's today? asked thin Bessie. 

Tuesday, said fat Bessie. 

It’s not . said thin Bessie, it’s 
Wednesday. 

Thank you, said fat Bessie. 

THE QUOTATION comes from a 
story called “What Will We Tell 
Leila?” in the book Joburg. Sis! 
(Johannesburg: Bateleur Press, 
1974). It's lovely and funny and 
painful, and if you’re lucky, you'll 
find it on the shelves of South Afri- 
can friends, and you can borrow it 
and forget to give it back. 

But what does the tiny torment of 
the Bessies - which gets bigger - 
have to do with Sophocles' Anti- 
gone. particularly in its Hebrew ver- 
sion by T. Carmi. which is now 
running at the Haifa Municipal 
Theatre? 

For one thing, the author of the 
book is the director of the play - 
Barney Simon (above), best known per- 
haps for his work at the nuthkabaJ Mar- 
ket Theatre in Johannesburg, which 
he founded with playwright Athol 
Fugard. 

For another thing, the approach: 
in a political situation, to emphasize 
what is most human. Simon, sitting 
on a park bench during a rehearsal 
break, says: “Politicians never begin 
with the lives of people. They begin 
with threats and concepts.” 

He sees the story of Antigone as 
“a confrontation between two peo- 
ple incapable of compromise.” Anti- 
gone, one of the hapless offspring of 
Oedipus and his mother-wife Jocas- 
ta, is now living under the protection 
of her Unde Creon. who has ssumed 
the rule of Thebes. Her brothers 
have killed each other in battle: 
Creon declares one a hero and con- 
demns the other, the attacker 
Polyneices, to be unburied and de- 
voured by the dogs and vultures. 
Antigone defies him. honours her 
brother with a burial, and dies for it. 

Simon's changes in Antigone are- 
“ respectful of Sophocles. Carmi, 
and, please God. my audience.” 
They play up family ties, the person- 
al repercussions of Fate. The queen 
(Rikki Gal) thus has a much larger 
part than in the original play, taking 
on some of the chorus parts. She is 
shown loving her son Haemon (Ami 
Weinberg) before be dies, and not 
only after. 

Haemon in is love with Antigone 
(Tatiana Kanelis-Olier), and Simon 
emphasizes the irony of death in 
place of the planned marriage be- 
tween them. The chorus consists of 
two peasants iGita Lucca aud Mor- 
dechai Ben-Ze’ev), and one of t^era 
spends most of the play sewing the 
wedding gown that Antigone puts on 
before going off to the cave where 
she ends her life. 

The costumes are all Spanish, 
from the period of Goya. Simon says 
be wanted to suspend the action in 
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time and to suggest the stress of the 
Napoleonic period. He reminds 
sceptics that ‘the Greek myths were 
ancient history to the ancient 
Greeks.” The protagonists “prob- 
ably wore animal skins, not togas.” 

BARNEY SIMON is a quiet sort of 
revolutionary - tweed cap. trim grey 
beard, large black-lashed, semi- 
dreamy eve's. Part of our conversa- 
tion takes place at lunch-time in the 
new actors’ club, opposite the 
theatre. He doesn’t mind talking 
while he eats, he says, if I don’t mind 
watching soup drip down his beard. 

And how did he come to be eating 
chicken soup in Haifa? It all began 
when he went to the Edinburgh 
Festival in 19h2 with his production 
of Woza Albert, perhaps the Market 
Theatre’s best-known work: two 
black actors in perpetual motion 
portray events that follow the Mes- 
siah's arrival in black South Africa. 
"Woza for me is as much a celebra- 
tion of the spirit of the people as an 
indictment of the system," says 
Simon. 

Noam Semel. manager of the 
Haifa Theatre, saw the production in 
Edinburgh and invited Simon to 
bring it to Israel. Simon, who usually 
operates with what’s on the ground, 
in workshop fashion, wanted to do a 
new production, with Makram 
Khoury and Yussef Abu Wards, the 
theatre's two Arab actors. “My work 
has to do with sending people into 
the streets,” he says. He thought the 
two might come up with something 
on the position of West Bank labour- 
ers. 

“That,” he says, “was not possi- 
ble.” No elaboration. (In fact, in 
Haifa's current Arabic and Hebrew 
production of Waiting for Codot. 
Khoury and Abu Warda play Vladi- 
mir and Estragon as West Bank 


labourers, and the political state- 
mem is powerful.) 

Bui Seme! remained interested, 
and from the 1983 Edinburgh Festiv- 
al. where Simon's theatre did 
Medea, it emerged, what with one 
Greek thing and another, that he 
would do an Antigone with the Haifa 
cast. 

He feels somewhat limited in east- 
ing with a repertory theatre. - and 
complained that half his people were 
still appearing in Ghetto and unavail- 
able for rehearsals. But he seemed 
hopeful that things would fail 
together in time. 

WHAT IMMEDIATE political re- 
levance docs the production have? 
He sees a connection between the 
attitude of Creon (played by 
Khoury ) and Israel in Lebanon - the 
intention to “go in there and make 
order.” What theatre can do is not 
put an end to wars, perhaps, but 
enhance personal communication. 
Simon feels. 

“The most important thing is for 
people to understand the lives of 
other people. To know that blacks 
have biographies, and Arabs have 
biographies.” 

Aside from introducing multi- 
racial theatre in South Africa in the 
'60s. Simon has his own special uses 
for the medium. One is health 
education among the indigenous 
people of the homelands, who are 
suspicious of black nurses trained by- 
whites. 

In the early '70s. Simon got the 
nurses to perform plays instead of 
lecturing on child care (at a time 
when 40 per cent of the children 
were dying before the age of five). 

“They would sing songs about 
breast-feeding. They would eat 
oranges together." 

Now there’s a problem: the gov- 
ernment has taken over the mission 
hospitals in the homelands, and 
Simon's personal policy is never to 
work with government institutions. 

Is this a tragedy of two forces 
unable to compromise? We didn’t 
talk about it that way. but Simon did 
say that playwright Fugard allows his 
work to be done in the state theatre 
while he himself “won't even sit in 
the audience when friends perform 
there.” He will work with the state 
theatre's artistic director on his. 
Simon’s, own turf. 

He won’t be drawn into further 
discussion. “Athol has other ideas. I 
don’t argue." 

We all have our own Creons and 
Antigones, and Bessies. fat and thin. 
Simo'n quoted the Renoir film Regies 
du jett: “In this world there’s one 
terrible thing. Everyone has his own 
reasons."

THL AVIV . - Israel devotes much time to the need for American investment 
here and the attractions of an exchange of knowhow . The question is whether 
sufficient time is spent helping export Israeli products to the U.S. The figures 
published in the 1984 Statistical Abstract of Israel are striking. Total exports 
show an impressively growing American demand, in millions of dollars:

the U.S. imported diamonds from Israel valued at 417.5 516.3 

compared to the Common Market 280.2 266.0 

This means that while the U.S. has made important strides in encouraging 
Israeli industries (mainly some of the more sophisticated ones), it still only 
purchases (excluding diamonds) just over 40 per cent of what the Europeans 
buy from Israel. 

The main factor explaining the drop in exports to Europe is the weakening 
of the European currencies, compared to the American dollar to which the 
Israeli products are closely related. This led to Israel pricing itself out of some 
of its exports there.- But. of course, there was also the reduced demand 
resulting from the continued recession in Europe. 

Probably the largest single incentive so far for exports to the U.S. has been

the encouragement by the U.S. government of '‘off-set" plans related to 
defence aid "to Israel! But export figures are far less encouraging when 
looking at straight open market trade. 

Sales to the U.S. were particularly disappointing when it came to Israeli 
exports of textiles and clothing.

Tour guides may be experts in 
their own countries’ but their prob- 
lems and aspirations are much the 
same wherever they live. 

Thus two representatives at the 
First International Convention of 
Tourist Guide Associations, now 
meeting in Jerusalem, find they have 
much the same view's, despite any 
cultural gap. The gathering, which 
includes over 200 delegates" from 16 
countries, is expected to deride on 
the organization of an international 
body at their deliberations at the 
Hilton hotel this week. 

Meanwhile, both Salvador Vaca. 
of Mexico, and Jane Orde. of Scot- 
land. find that the issues that con- 
cern them are unauthorized guides 
who take groups around their coun- 
try. spreading misinformation and 
ignorance. On an issue which has 
concerned Israeli guides, the pre- 
sence of religious groups led only by 
their religious leader, the two are in 
full sympathy with their Israeli col- 
leagues. 

Though neither has an identical 
situation in his own country, both 
occasionally tour with experts in va- 
rious fields. "When you "do it with 
someone who isn't properly trained, 
you realize how much the tourists 
are missing.” Orde said. Even 


groups with very specific interests 
come up with a multitude of ques- 
tions on all topics, she said, adding 
that if the guid^ doesn't know the 
answer, he or she at least knows 
where to find someone -who does. 

They also agreed that the system 
of shops giving commissions to tour 
guides is practised all over the world. 
Both sides would be happy to see the 
practice made legitimate, with a law 
which would, perhaps, set the com- 
mission at a specific level, say 10 per 
cent. But they admitted that even 
that would be hard to impose. 

Vaca stressed the competence of 
his Israeli colleagues and pointed out 
that the conference itself is a 
tremendous public relations accom- 
plishment. “Guides meet people 
from all over the world and they will 
all talk about their recent visit to 
Israel.” he said. 

Regarding the reasons that attract 
people to become guides, they' 
agreed that despite complaints about 
the pay. many are attracted by the 
freedom the profession gives them. 
Meanwhile, during the conference, i 
all the visitors from abroad have the 1 
opportunity to see the other side and 
- be tourists for a while. 

“I’m sure the Israeli guides are 
amazed at how*bad we all are." Orde 
said!- noting that even tour guides 
have a tendency to be late or take a j 
little nap on the bus after lunch. 


It is worth noting that Marks & Spencer alone purchases more textiles, 
clothing and leather, food and beverages from Israel than all of the North 
American markets put together.

The experience of the British firm indicates that, with proper guidance, the 
Israeli producer will proudly meet the time, quantity and quality demands 
and price standards foreign clients expect of him. 

There must be some way in which the owners of the large American 
department stores and retail networks, some of them willing donors to the 
UJA and others generous buyers of Israel bonds, can be urged to regard the 
M&S experience as one they can meet and even improve on. 

Dan hotels turn army cooks into chefs

With hotel chefs in short supply, one 
way of ensuring that a hotel kitchen 
staff is fully manned is by taking the 
chefs before they leave the army. 

Thus, at a gala luncheon at the Tel 
Aviv Dan Hotel this week. 11 sol- 
diers received certificates from the 
Israel Defence Forces, the Labour 
Ministry and the Dan Hotel chain, 
where they had undergone a full year 
of training while still in uniform. The 
11 had all served as army cooks 
before taking the course, but they 
admitted that there was a 
tremendous difference between 
army cooking and that in a five-star 
hotel. 

“This is finer.” said Yaniv Rochel- 
le . one of the two outstanding gradu- 
ates of the course. “In the army, you 


cook the same thing every day and 
here everything has to be different." 

Of the 1 1. about half will remain at 
the Dan. while the others have found 
work elsewhere. “From tomorrow, 
if you come late you won’t have a 
(military) trial, but you need not 
come back," executive chef Sandor 
Goldstein told the group. 

It was a traditional army passing- 
out party', except that it was taking 
place in a luxury hotel instead of the 
usual army base. The luncheon, with 
elegantly arranged platters of cold 
cuts and salads, as well as tasty beef 
Stroganoff. was all prepared by the 
young chefs, while the dessert of 
crepes suzettes was served up by six 
of their colleagues, graduates of a 
six-month waiters’ course also held 
at the hotel.

Bank clerk charged 
with theft of $30,000 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - An Israel Dis- 
count Bank clerk was charged 
Monday in District Court here with 
stealing over S30,000 by f unnelling 
money from importers into her pri- 
vate account. 

According to the charge sheet, 
33-year-old Carmela Agar of Rishon 
Lezion worked in the bank’s 1 import 
department. Because of problems 
with the bank’s computer program- 
me, some importers had been 
charged too much or too little for 
repayment of loans. 

Agar, it is charged, bandied the 
crediting of importers who had paid . 
too mudi. By forging signatures of 
the import department director and 
his assistant, she directed the credits 
to her own account rather than to the 
importers, the prosecution charged. 

$11.5nuJoan 
to North Yemen 

ABU DHABI (Reuter). - The Abu 
Dhabi-based Arab Monetary Fund 
has agreed to give North Yemen a 
loan of $11.5 million, fund officials 
said yesterday. 

The loan, to assist the country 
with its balance of payments prob- 
lems, is repayable over three years, 
with payments starting 18 months 
after the loan is made, at interest 
rates between 3.75 and 4.75 per cent 
a year. 

The loan, the third given to North 
Yemen, brings the total of loans 
from the fund to $47. 5m.

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Advertisers face the 
veil-kept secret of 
lewspaper circulation

At the recent convention of the 
dvertising Association chairman 
• enny Gaon called on the oewspap- 
■s to publish their circulation fi- 
nes so that advertisers can know 
;iw many people their ads reach, 
bis request is made every year with' 
ritatmg regularity. Few newspap- 
ts, however, comply. 
jke Jerusalem Post , which has pub- 
. lhed its crrculation figures for many 
ears, seems to be an exception. 
'ediot Ahronoi, it is stated, has been 
udited for the first time this year. 
Jso known are the circulation fi- 
ures for the weekly La’isha and the 
aonthly Olam Ha' is ha. 

The other periodicals leave their 

■dyertisers guessing. If the big 
tdvertisers would only take a more 
fnous stand and simply not place 
ids iii a paper that refuses to have its 
irculation audited, the situation 
flduld soon improve . 

It seems to be completely forgot- 
,en that more than 20 years ago the 
situation was much better in this 
•espect The more important adver- 
isers joined hands and founded the 
Advertisers Association in the late 
fifties. A few years later that orga- 
ii 2 ation regarded as one of its. first 
asks the establishment of an Audit 
Sureau of Circulation. A.B.C., as it 
s-i called in other countries, went 
lejre by the name of Mabad - 
Mossaa Lebikoret Tefutzal Itonim. 

Jointly managed by the Advertis- 
es Association, the Association of 
Daily Newspaper Publishers, and 
he organization of the Advertising 
Agents. Mabat succeeded within 
i few years to induce roughly two 
turds of all daily papers and over 
lllf of other periodicals to have their 
.‘irculation audited. 

Two figures were published for 
jdth Hebrew and foreign language 
papers: the average daily circulation 
uid the higher Friday circulation. 
yThe Hebrew papers included 


Davor, Hadashot Sport, Lamerhav, 
Ma’ariv and AJ Hamiskmar. 

The foreign papers were Uij Kelet 
(Hungarian), El Yam (Arabic), The 
Jerusalem Post (English), Hayeinu 
(Rumanian), Y ediot Hadashot (Ger- 
man). Far Israebky (Bulgarian), 
Leizte Naiess (Yiddish), and 
Afo wny-A'urier (Polish). . 

In addition there were five audits 
of weeklies: JUustriene Welt Woch 
(Yiddish), Ha'olom Hazeh (This 
World), Ma’ariv L’noar (Youth 
Weekly), Olam Hakolnoa (Film 
World), and Facia (Rumanian). In 
all, 19 periodicals were audited in 
1963. 

Interesting facts emerged from an 
analysis of the figures supplied by 
the auditors. The total circulation of 
all the newspapers audited by 
Mabat, Hebrew and foreign lan- 
guages taken together, was at the 
time 242,000 on weekdays and 

303.000 on Fridays. To these had to 
be added probably a further circula- 
tion of 118,000 on a weekday and 

160.000 on a Friday of papers which 
were not yet members of Mabat. 

Today, one paper. YediothAhro- 
not, claims that its circulation nears 
the total for all the newspapers taken 
together 22 years ago. 

Advertising rates were on the 
average higher for the foreign- 
language papers per 1,000 of circula- 
tion, _ owing to their more limited 
distribution. Interesting too is the 
division of the newspaper circulation 
over the five districts in which Israel 
was at the time - 1963 - divided, for 
newspaper purposes: Tel Aviv and 
surroundings 53 per cent, the South 
10 per cent, Jerusalem 7 per cent, 
Haifa 24 per cent and the North 6 per 
cent. These percentages have cer- 
tainly changed in the 22 years since 
then. 

Two decades ago advertisers knew . 
how to spend their money wisely. 
Who will take the initiative to return 
to those good old days?

Dollar sets new records 
in Europe; gold lower 


LONDON (AP). - The dollar set 
new records yesterday against roost 
major European currencies. Gold 
prices fell by $2 an ounce. 

Foreign exchange dealers said the 
dollar strengthened on the same fac- 
tors that have steadily boosted it in 
recent years - continuing high U.S. 
interest rates and confidence in the 
American economy. 

The dollar rose to new highs 
against the French franc and Italian 
lira, to a new 13-year high against the 
, Dutch guilder and a 7-year high 
against the Swiss franc. 

It also soared to record highs in 
Norway at 9.48 kroner, up from 
9.3860 Monday, and in Denmark at 
11.85 kroner, up from 11.7275. The 
Danish currency is one of the 
strongest in the European monetary 
system. 

West German foreign exchange 
markets were dosed for a holiday, 
but in London the mark traded at 
3.3150 to the dollar, up from 3.2945 
Monday in Frankfurt. 


Australian dollar falls to its lowest level 


SYDNEY (Reuter). - The Austra- 
lian dollar slumped to record low of 
70.5 U.S. cents yesterday largely in 
reaction to Labour unrest in the 
country, dealers said. 

The local dollar is now 22 per cent 
less valuable than when it was flo- 
ated in December 1983. The pre- 
vious low of 73.53 cents was readied 
five days ago. 

Dealers blamed the fall on the 
buoyant U.S. dollar and on domestic 
political and industrial problems, in- 
cluding a crippling power strike in 


Queensland and a “public servants” 
dispute. 

Opposition Treasury spokesman 
John Howard called on the govern- 
ment to raise short-term interest 
rates to make the currency more 
attractive to investors. 

“In die longer term, it's got to act 
a little more decisively on things like 
the public servants' strike that's 
causing a great loss of confidence 
from overseas,” Howard, a former 
Treasurer, said in a radio interview. 


U.S. housing starts up 149% in January 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - In a 
hopeful sign for the U.S. economy, 
new housing construction surged 
14.9 per cent last month, largely on 
the strength of apartment block 
work, the Commerce Department 
said yesterday. However, new con- 
struction of single-family houses de- 
clined in January. 

The overall January rise translates 
into an annual construction rate of 
1,838 million housing units. It was 
the biggest monthly increase since 
May 1983, when the annual rate at 
which work began on new homes 
and flats rose 17.7 pier cent.' 

Commerce Secretary Malcolm 
Baldrige said homebuilders and 
buyers were benefiting from lower 
mortgage interest rates. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said housing was an historic 
barometer of economic activity, and 
added that “right now that baro-

Profitaakiiig is in evidence 


In London, one British pound cost

TEL AVIV. - Although oil explora- 
tion shares continued to rise yester- 
day - their index rose by 4.01 per 
cent yesterday - the first signs of 
profit-taking began to appear. Of 
the 20 shares and options traded, 
only 11 rose in price, six were firm’ 
despite offers to sell, and three fell in 
price. (The best performance was 
put in by M.G.M. which rose by 13.8 
per cent.) 

“We should see a rush of profit- 
taking soon in this area." one finan- 
cial consultant said yesterday. “The 
huge rise in the past few days - more 
than 100 per cent since the beginning 
of the current year - is building up to 
a breaking point, and when it comes, 
there could well be a deluge, which 
might drag down other sectors of the 
market with it.” 

He added that so far these oil 
shares have soared on the basis of 
plans to drill - “But there is a long 
gap between drawing up plans, 
actual drilling - and finding oil.” 

Speculative shares are one thing: 
the “solid” and “semi-solid” ones 
are another story. 

Monday saw a spate of profit- 
taking in both categories; and yester- 
day's trading opened on a hesitant 
note. But the fact that Monday’s 
offers were picked up with only a 
handful of shares going “sellers 
only" was encouraging. And 
although the wave of profit-taking 
continued yesterday, it was met 
head-on by a wave of buying - espe- 
cially by the mutual funds - and the 
market turned upwards.

The General Share Index rose by 
1.36 per cent, and the index of the 
non-bank shares (all of which are 
"free”) rose by exactly one per cent. 
Thus, the “free" shares were 
brought up mainly by the “arrange- 
ment shares” - which constituted 
about one-third of all trading in 
shares - which rose by 1.65 per 
cent.” 

Part of this rise is a recovery from 
the previous day's trading; but most 
of it is due to the fact that the shekel 
has been devalued (against the dol- 
lar) by more than one per cent in the 
past few days. 

This devaluation also helped to 
bring up the price of dollar-linked 
bonds, such as the Gilboa, which 
were mixed, although some rose by 
up to 3.5 per cent. 

As for the “solid shares,” the 
following remained firm (despite 
offers in nominal values): Hassneh 
(1.4 million offered); Clal Trade 
(150,000 offered); Polgat Bet 
(279,000); Elbit (3,400 only); Dead 
Sea Works (184,000); Haifa Chemic- 
als (597.000); Discount Investments 
(1.38m). IDB Development also re- 
mained firm despite a demand of 
190,000; and Elron rose by 1.7 per 
cent to meet a demand of 17,600. 

Bayside (Gev Yam), which re- 


cently announced a very profitable 
year, rose by 10 per cent yesterday io 
meet a demand of 638,400- At the 
new price, some 721 .900 shares were 
traded, and the monetary turnover 
was IS25.9m. 

Two shares which had risen swiftly 
since the beginning of the year, 
Attas (Halva) and Atlantic (Fishing) 
came under selling pressure. Attas 
fell by 4.7 per cent, while Adamic 
fell by only 0.4 per cent. 

Dubek (tobacco) rose by 9.3 per 
cent to meet a demand of 203.500 
nominal value. 

Koor rose by 16 per cent to meet a 
small demand of only 5,600 shares. 
Sixteen per cent share means it rose 
by 110,000 points, to stand at 
796.550 points. 

Index-linked bonds rose in price, 
especially those fully-linked whose 
redemption will be in the near fu- 
ture.

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Beyond perfidy 

AFTER NEARLY three years of Israel’s presence in Lebanon 
nothing done or said in that benighted country can any longer 
come as a surprise. Therefore, there is no cause for shock or 
outrage that President Amin Jemayel. arriving in IDF-free 
Sidon with his premier, Rashid Karame, on Sunday congratu- 
lated the Lebanese “national resistance” fighting the Israelis 
for having brought “honour and sovereignty" to Lebanon. 

Retired premier Menachem Begin, whose Likud administra- 
tion launched the incursion into Lebanon in June 1982, 
yesterday reminded Mr. Jemayel that his succession to the 
presidenev, following his brother Bashir s assassination, he 
owes in no small measure to Israel. 

But that is not an argument that would move Jemayel. for 
double dealing, double speak and double cross is his grammar- 
and basis for survival. There is no room in such a grammar for 
sentiment about Israel . 

In fact, however, there never was any good reason to assume 
that the Maronite Phalanges under the Jemayel family would 
turn their backs on the other communities in Lebanon and on 
Syria and team up in peace with Israel, after taking over 
leadership in Lebanon. Bashir Jemayel himself made that 
unequivocally clear to Ariel Sharon, the then defence minister, 
in early 1982, and reiterated it to Mr. Begin shortly before he 
was assassinated. 

Amin Jemayel. his family's long-time emissary to the Sy- 
rians. may be faulted forcraveness beyond the call of duty. But 
his Sidon oratory was merely the epitaph on the grave of dead 
Israeli illusions about Lebanon. 

Lebanon today remains a feudalized Arab country in whose 
fractured communal mixture the Maronite Christians are a 
small element and -- this is the novelty - no longer a dominant 
element either. The Israeli attempt to confirm the Maronites as 
the lords of Lebanon failed dismally. On the other hand the 
Israeli incursion, together with Khomeneist incitement' from 
without, has awakened the long repressed Shi'ites, the single 
largest religious community, to an awareness of their latent 
power. This has helped turn them against this country. 

To be sure, not all Lebanese Shi’ites today are Israel-hating 
Moslem fundamentalists. But it is folly to claim that their 
radicalization owed everything to Ayatollah Khomeini's perva- 
sive influence and nothing to Israel’s occupation of southern 
Lebanon, in which they are the vast majority of the population. 
The wild orgy of Shi’ite extremists in Sidon following Amin 
Jemayel’s visit, in the course of which they have been ripping 
the president's pictures off the walls and calling for Lebanon's 
conversion into an Islamic republic, is in that sense a double 
signal - to Jemayel and Israel . 

Potential trouble-makers in southern Lebanon, Shi'ite and 
others, have now been warned, in airdropped IDF leaflets, that 
any attacks on withdrawing Israeli troops will be punished 
“without mercy or second thought." Paradoxically, the threat 
will be hard to cany out so long as the IDF has not actually 
pulled out of Lebanon. 

The Russians may, without a murmur from anyone, wipe out 
whole villages in Afghanistan in retaliation for assaults on their 
soldiers, and the Syrians are reported to have done so on at 
least one occasion in the Beka’a. Israel, however, will not and 
cannot resort to such brutality in an area for the safety of which 
it is directly responsible. 

But the real danger, in any case, is that terrorism, not so 
much resurgent Palestinian as emergent Shi'ite, will pursue 
Israeli soldiers across the border. In that case. If Israel's 
withdrawal has still not blunted the edge of Shi’ite hostility, the 
punishment will indeed have to be made to fit the crime.

flanked by morning-coated cham- 
berlains and purple-sashed prelates, 
strode through the ancient, ornate 
corridors of the Vatican to the little 
antechamber where John Paul awa- 
ited him. 

“Monsieur Shimon Peres, prime 
minister of Israel," the pope’s cha- 
plain introduced the guest. The two 
men shook hands and entered the 
bibliotheca alone. 

At the end of the audience, 
Peres's senior aides filed in to be 
introduced to the pope. John Paul 
recognized Minister without Port- 
folio Ezer Weizman and smiled 
broadly as the tall former general 
came striding towards him. 


The pontiff had a few warm words 
in Italian, too, for Israel’s ambassa- 
dor to Italy, Eitan Ron. 

But he seemed especially in- 
terested in Peres's military aide-de- 
camp, Aluf-Mishne Azriel Nevo. 
Handing round Vatican medals to 
Peres's delegation, the pope stopped 
at Nevo. Peres explained that the 
IDF traditionally nurtures young 
commanders. “TUI the age of 40, the 
army needs them - after 40, they 
need the army," Peres noted. 

As his gift to the pope, Peres 
presented a set of ancient oU lamps. 
“They are from the time of Jesus," 
the premier said. "They are as old as 
Christianity." 

The pope, pointedly, it seemed, 
ignored this remark.

The defence establishment had 
taken into account the likelihood 
that there would be an increase in 
enemy attacks. 

The area Israel now holds (after 
Saturday's withdrawal from Sidon to 
the Litani area) contains some 
230,000 Shi'ites and IDF officers 
readily point out that a long stretch 
of the new front line does not afford 
a natural boundary. Some officers, 
including O/C Northern Command 
Aluf (Maj. Gen.) Ori Orr. stated 
this is not a line at all. 

The Litani River itself has been 
mentioned as an alternative line by 
former chief of military intelligence 
Aluf (res. ) Yehoshua Saguy. 

Saguy told a Kol Yisrael inter- 
viewer yesterday he had recom- 
mended forming a “last and final 
line" along the Litani and south of 
Rashava in the eastern sector. Such a 
line would cut Southern Lebanon off 
from the rest of the country and 
include a security fence. It should be 
maintained until Lebanon has a gov- 
ernment with whom a deal could be 
struck or until an agreement is 
reached with Syria, he said. 

Advancing the withdrawal in that 
sector would create immediate prob- 
lems. 


The political price for creating 
such a line - namely, international 
condemnation - is worth paying 
when the alternative is a price in 
blood, Saguy said. 

If the government decides to with- 
draw all the way to the international 
border it should do just that - and 
not in stages - because each stage 
prolongs the time in which the IDF 
remains in Lebanon under unfavour- 
able conditions, he argued. 

However several measures are to 
be taken folloing am analysis of the 
recent attacks, a well placed source 
said. 'Details of these measures have 
not been revealed. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
discussed them yesterday when he 
visited the area in which Aluf- 
Mishne Hido was ambushed on 
Monday. Rabin and senior officers 
discussed the situation in meeting at 
an IDF headquarters nearby.

TRIVIAL TAX

THE NEW TRAVEL taxes came 
into' effect this week after a farcical 
interlude in which the all-powerful 
Knessset Finance Committee forced 
the Treasury to alter the mix from its 
original proposal of a $200 travel tax 
and 15 per cent tax on the value of 
the ticket, to a profoundly different 
S150 travel tax and a 20 per cent tax 
on the ticket. 

As one who has travelled abroad 
relatively frequently in recent years, 
both for work and for pleasure, I 
have always believed that a tax on 
foreign travel is one of the most 
justified of the taxes we are saddled 
with. 

In a country in which just about 
everything is subject to a 15 per cent, 
value added tax (on top of the in- 
grained profiteering of rapacious 
businessmen who sell us these 
basics), it seems extremely silly to 
argue that dollar-heavy foreign 
travel should be exempt. 

But the argument the authorities 
are trying to sell us - that these taxes 
are an integral part of an emergency 
economic policy that is intended to 
preserve an absolute minimum of 
our precious foreign-currency re- 
serves - simply won’t wash. 

It won't wash because all indica- 
tions are that there is, as yet. no 
emergency economic policy after 
five months of governmental dither 
ing. But above all, it won't wash 
because the people making the argu- 
ment - the ministers, Knesset mem- 
bers and senior officials, who are 
themselves the most profligate was- 


ters of travel dollars, are coming 
into the court of public opinion with 
unclean hands. 

The very magnitude of official 
travel abroad is. in Israel, among the

public officials. 

THERE HAS BEEN absolutely no 
sign that the new taxes will in any 
way cut into the unbelievable num- 
ber of pointless trips abroad by 
ministers, MKs, officials and delega- 
tions, all at public expense. 

The truth of the matter is that even 
if all these trips were suspended, the 
impact of the savings on the econo- 
mic catastrophe to which our leaders 
have brought us would be marginal. 
The importance of this issue, howev- 
er, lies in the question that it poses to 
all of us - is the government to be 
believed in regard to the reality of 
the economic crisis or is this merely 
another case of crying wolf! 

At the time of writing, it is im- 
possible to avoid the conclusion that 
the whole travel-tax business is yet 
another case of our sanctimonious 
politicians preaching one thing and 
doing the opposite when it comes to 
their own behaviour. 

A much more egregious case of 
the disparity between official 
preaching and behaviour can be 
found in the official plans to cut 


last economically slap-happy 
decade-and-a-half. 

But it is a question of what comes 
first and what comes last. It says 
something about the sort of society 
we have become if our politicians 
and top administrators can even 
think of hitting at the old and the sick 
first, simply because they do not 
have the guts or the brains to hack 
away at the fat-cat people at the top 
of tiie heap who have milked this 
economy since the late 1960s. 

BUT HERE, too, it is a question of 
the preachers coming to the pulpit of 
public opinion with clean hands. In 
this case, their hands are quite clear- 
ly grimy. 

" One of the nor-so-minor ongoing 
scandals of this period of economic 
irresponsibility- was the extent to 
which our elected and appointed 
leaders feathered their owns nests, 
specifically in regard to medical care 
and retirement pensions. 

There never was any legitimate 
reason why our cabinet ministers. 
Knesset members, judges and others 
should enjoy free medical care. In a 
country where nearly the entire 
population is covered by subsidized 
health insurance, and whose stan- 
dard of medical care is quite good, 
only the desire to set themselves up 
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as a separate, profligate aristocracy 
can explain such invidious seg- 
regation. 

Or is it that the level of our 
political leaders is so sublime that 
their 24-bour-a-day dedication to the 
public good makes them so indis- 
pensable and personally so irre- 
placeable, that providing them with 
free health care is the least that a 
grateful public should offer? 

Even more grievous are the ex- 
orbitant pension rights our leaders 


have set for themselves and the ex- 
travagant severance pay they have, 
approved for their senior aides. j

RECENTLY, the World Zionist 
Organization has been linked with 
two processes, those of Caesarea 
and HeTzliya. With regard to termi- 
nology, the term “gathering" should 
be preferred to process. 

The Caesarea gathering preceded 
that of Herzliya by a few years; not 
only should the Herzliya gathering 
have taken place first, but also the 
subject it dealt with and everything it 
represents should also take prece- 
dence. The developments linked 
with the Caesarea gathering are the 
outcome of the problems and issues 
which characterize the very essence 
of the Herzliya gathering. 

The real issue is; Quo vadis? 
Where does the World Zionist 
Organization go from here? We are 
all aware that ever since its establish- 
ment the Zionist movement has 
been facing times of crisis. Yet, if we 
accept this fact, we must not forget 
that we are dealing with a crisis that 
has lasted for over 30 years, almost 
since the establishment of the State 
of Israel. It is a crisis of identity. 

The World Zionist Organization 
has been gradually and constantly 
losing its uniqueness. It has become 
just another movement of the Jewish 
people and is slowly ceasing to be the 
vanguard of our people. The WZO 
was a small, militant movement with 
dearly-defined, logical, just and in- 
spiring goals; the establishment of a 
Jewish state for the Jewish people 
and the ingathering of the exiles. 

In 1948 a significant pan of those 
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goals was achieved; the dream of a 
Jewish state became reality. There 
remained the other part of our goal, 
the aliya of our brethren to their 
homeland. 

At first, almost all the Jews from 
countries in distress came or were 
brought to Israel, from areas such as 
North Africa, Asia and Eastern 
Europe. Only a very few came from 
the so-called Western free world. 
But once the influx of olim from 
distressed regions was over, the 
number of new olim decreased very 
rapidly. And then began the con- 
frontation between the Zionist lead- 
ership of Western countries, mainly 
in the U.S., and the., Zionist lead- 
ership in Israel, led by David Ben- 
Gurion. 

Ben-Gurion called for - in fact, 
demanded - the fulfilment of the 
first Zionist commandment, aliya. 
Most of the Zionist leaders in the 
U.S. did not accept this, and after 
bitter discussion in the Zionist Con- 
gress, a compromise was reached. 
This was the well-known Jerusalem 
Programme, a watered-down ver- 
sion of the Basle Programme.

between the Diaspora and the State. 
And that is why they agreed quite 
easily that the Zionist instruments be 
used for channeling the funds they 
raised to Israel in response to some 
of Israel's vital needs. Unfortunately, 
this situation has drained the vitality 
of the Zionist movement. 

What exactly is the real meaning 
of the Caesarea Process? Some see it 
as a process of “becoming closer” of 
the two partners of the Jewish Agen- 
cy, i.e., the WZO and the fund- 
raisers. Others, feel that this is the 
beginning of the take-over of the 
WZO and its last meaningful func- 
tion, education,- by the non- or nfew 
Zionists. One thing is certain: if-the 
WZO were a strong, vital movement 
in the Diaspora, a movement which 
plays a major role in the Jewish 
communities, then the whole 
Caesarea gathering or process would 
not have taken place, or would have 
taken a very different form. 

The Zionist movement now faces 
a choice: the first is to maintain the 
status quo, which means to become a 
world-wide Jewish organization with 
a minimum of duties and obligations 
on the part of its members, a move- 


ment more “Jewish" and less “Zion- : 
ist”— and let us understand this in its 
proper context. In this case, sooner - 
or later, all or most of the key figures , 
of such an organization will be in the ; 
fund-raising groups. There is no 
need to elaborate on the shape this 
process would take, but it is clear . 
that this would be the outcome of the 
first choice facing the Zionist move- 
ment. 

The second of these choices is to 
work towards the reformation of the 
WZO in its content and its essence, 
to change its present image as a 
watered-down movement lacking in 
character and originality to a more 
militant movement with a dear-cut 
character that is capable of leading - - 
even though it might in fact decrease : 
in size. 

I firmly believe that the only level 
on which we can successfully com- 
pete with the fund-raisers is the 
ideological level. And that means 
returning to the original Basle Prog- 
ramme, sharpening our Zionist im- 
age and making It more militant. 

Most of this is up to us, the many 
cells, parties and organizations that 
make up the present World Zionist > 
Organization. Do we have the power 
and the will to make these changes? 
One has to reiterate the opening 
question: Where does the WZO go 
from here?

the down payment for an apartment. 

It is a real pity that short-sighted 
American communal leaders, such 
as Elmer Winter, do not want to 
learn from the outstanding example 
of the South African Jewish com- 
munity that builds rental housing for 
their Israel immigrants, brings 
together South African investors 
with fellow countrymen who seek 
employment in Israel and provides 
extensive social services to help 
members of their extended com- 
munity overcome the odds against 
them in Israel.
